Tax Prax Tease Sico.—This insect bas been 
Observed very minutely by naturalists, and its 
history is well known. It belongs to the order 
Hymenotera (ahich includes also the Bees, 
Ants, Wasps, Ichneumons, &e ,) and the genus 
Selandria. The temales are provided with « 
pair of saws on the under side of the abdomes, 
with which they cat little slits in the stems and 
leaves of plants in which to deposit their eggs. 
Each species selects « particular plant tor that 
purpose; one the rose, another the elm, the 
vine, ke, This species, the Selandria Cerasi, 
deposits its eggs in the leaves of Pear, Cherry, 
and Quince. In its perfect state ite body mea 
sures about one-fifth of an incn in length, is of 
a glossy biack, the first two pairs of legs clay- 
colored, with biac Kish thighs, and the binder ones 
black, with clay-colored knees. The wings are 
four, rather couvex and crumpled on the upper 
side; tranepsrent, with a band across the mid- 
die of the first pair. They emerge from their 
winter quarters in the ground in May; they then 
lay their eggs siogly in the body of the beat, 
whieh are hetched in tourteen days. At first 
the larva are white, but soon become colored 
with an olive-colored silme. They cast their 
shlus several times; the lest time they are 
yellow color, and entirely free of slime. They 
then leave the trees and enter the certh, un- 
derge their final transtormations, aad come 
forth « perfect fly, again to give birth to a se- 
cond brood of spoilers Their injuries to the 
fiuit trees are very great, leaving but the skele- 
toms of leaves, compelling the Wee to put iorth 
Bew leaves af an ucscasonable time, and ex- 
bansting its vitality so that it ie unable to de- 
velope (ruit-bads for the coming year. In the 
inecct’s pertect state it is harmless, feeding on 
the pollen of flowers as also on other small in- 
sects. Luckily, a dusting of dry, unleached 
ashes, or sirslacted lime, over trees infested 
with the Siug, will quickly destroy them.—
